| Show that the people of Germany are 


growing tired of the war, and that 
the scarcity and high’ cost of food 
is approaching a crisis. ) 

From one letter it was evident that 
Carl Hagenbeck, the animal train- 
er, had an unusital experience with 
the people of Karlsruhe when the 
allied aeroplanes swooped down on 
the town on June 22, last, killing 
many. For ps unexplained rea- 
s0n the ts held Hagenbeck, 
whose circus was showing in Karis- 
ruhe that day, responsible. In part 
this letter read: 

“Hostile aeroplanes came over 
again today and caused dreadful de- 
struction. Up to now there are 150 


dead, sixty-eight women and eighty- 
two children. . 

“Hagen beck’s circus was here and 
the people came out in crowds. The 
bombs fell in the middle of them. 
It is a dreadful sight everywhere. In 
the town waiting ana crying women 
everywhere. Everybody blames Ha- 
 seameyee whose fault it is. Perhaps 
was treachery.” 


LIQUID FIRE MACHINES. 
From a letter written by Gottlieb

SITUATION GLOOMY. 

A letter dated June 22, last, from 
Marie Kammerl of Ingolstadt, to a 
relative, Joseph Kammerl, an of- 
ficer in Co. F, Sixth Regiment, of 
the Tenth Bavarian Division, now a 
prisoner of the British, reads in 

“The situation ig gloomy with us. 
Our hunger days are beginning. I 
will give you a short description. 

“Near the meat and butter shops, 
the crowd that collects in the streets 
is suffocating, and if one does suc- 
ceed in reaching the shop uninjured, 
it i@ often only to find that there is 
nothing more obtainable that day. 
At 4:30 a.m. people collect near tho 
butcher shops and wait until ghey 
open. at 6:30 a.m. 

“There have been no sausages ob- 
tainable for the last three weeks, 
and one can only buy 30 pfennings 
worth of cheese. Herrings that for- 
merly cost 5 pfennings, now cost 20 
pfennings. There has been no flour 
for four days, and all the takers’ 
shops are closed. During the day 
there was some bread to be had. but 
by the time I got home from busi- 
ness there was none obtainable. 
Thank God I have a stock. 

“Riots take place aimost daily: 
everyone must eat and there is noth- 
ing to be had. In Munich, I hear, 
a large number of shop  win- 
dows have been broken. If things 
go on like this there will be a rev- 
olution. 

“We have got even soap tickets 
now. Soap that cost 30 pfennings 
formerly now costs 280 pfennings. 

“What is the end of it all?” 

IN WUERTEMBURG. 


A letter from a Woman in Wuer- 
temburg to her husband, who its a 
prisoner of war at Malta, reads in 


part: 

“You have no idea How repulsive ft 
all is.

The lease has not been signed yet, 
but will be presented in a few days 
to the Rivers, Harbors and Bridges 
Commission of the State of Connect- 
icut, of which F. Valentine Chappell 
of this city is chairman. He also is 
chairman of the Yale-Harvard Re- 
gatta Committee. In the meantime 
Waldo E. Clark, representing the 
State commission in the construction 
of the pier,in consideration of the 
guarantee of the Eastern Forward- 
ing Company, permitted that concern 
to contract with the Scott company 
for the erection of a wooden shed 
over the section of the pier wanted, 
and carpenters started work this 
morning putting up  struc- 
ture. They will work from sun- 
rise until sundown and receive 60 
cents an hour, with time and a half 
for overtime. It is planned to have 
the structure completed by Thurs- 
day mornitig. . 

IN PROVIDENCE. 


Hilken and those with him went to 
Providence as well to secure a pier 
for the submarines, but found noth- 
ing to compare with the new struc-' 
ture here. The pier here is 1020 feet 
long and 600 feet wide. It juts into 
the Thames so that a steamship 
could steam up the river to it with- 
out the aid of tugs. There is thirty- 
five feet of water off the end of it 
and thirty-three feet in the #pace 
taken for the submarines.
